YANGTZE VALLEY. ~. 

1 (Sup. Court and Con, Gazette, Feb. 27.) 
We aro perhaps too much disposed to 
ridicule what the Chinese nation has douse 
lin advancing: the country sincd its first 
(great emperors commenced the work of ros- 
training the Yellow River.” We haye on a 
late. occasion pointed out the great work of 
which Shangtung, Honan and Pechili are 
the seata, it will not now be ont of places to 
come nearer home and Juok at the en- 
gineering works -in the valley of the Yang- 
tsze‘ itself, The Chief positions of these 
remarkable works are in the upper province 
of Kiangau and in Auhwei, in both.of which 
millions of acres of fertile land lying many 
feet below the-level of ‘bigh water in the 
river have been reclaimed and made- to 
yield ‘considerable. crops. Probably the 
north bank of the river opposite the impor- 
tant town of Wuhu is the most extensive of. 
theso reclaiined districts. Here, for twenty 
miles, in a line as straight as an arrow, 
an artificial river, carrying itito the great 
river the drainage of tha gerat Tsau, fake, 
and with “it a large: portion of northern 
Anhwei, has been mude to flow between a’ 


series of lofty embankments. ‘The risé bé-" 


tweén high and low water level at Wrhu 
probably exceeds sixteen feet, and this great 
risa occurring every year. anc lasting for 
from thres.to five months’ has. for cen- 
turies been borne -by these embankments. 
When - we .consider: the wilfl nature of 


within the fow yeara it has been oponed 
to foreign commerce, have been noticed, we 
cannot but admire thé akill which planued 
and the perseverance which executed tliese 
enorthous works. Tho Tsau-ho, the river 
of which we. spoke, is ngt on insignificant 
stream ; from the lake which forma its’ re- 
séryoit,.and which is nearly-as large ‘as the 
Taihu, it haa:a course of some fifty miles 
before entering the artificial channel which 
finally conducts its water to the Yangtze ;

The-. fact 
is that engineering” science has done much 
for China but it-has. not done enough: to 
Faiso her to the first rank ‘among nations, 
Although it has with enormous labour em- 
banked ‘these extensive districts, it has af- 
forded no proper meuns*of drainage, .Untess 
the fens are tenanted by a. population ao 
large as only to find miserable support from 
the produce of the soil, they canuot be kept 
free of water..

This is the district of Siam richest in 
minerals; one of itg mountains contains im- 
monse beds of magnetic iron ofa remark- 
ably good quality. - Otliers yield antimony; 
argentiferons copper, ind tin, ‘The iron 
only is worked, and this population, half. 
agriculturaliats, half artisans, furnish spades 
and cutlasses to all the surrounding pro-- 
vinces, even beyond ‘Korat. -Yet they hava 
neither foundries nor steani-engines, and 
it is curious to see how little if costs an 
iron worker to establish himself in a hole 
about a yard and « half square, hollowed 
out close to the-mountain, 

They pile up and sinélt the-mineral with 
charcoal; the liquified iron deposite itself 
in the bottom of the cavity, hollowed. out 
for a bed, whence they withdraw it when 
the operation is completed, and carry ‘it 
home. ‘There, in another cavity they make 
a fire, which a child keeps alive by. ineans 
of a couple of bellows, which ate simply 
two \trunks of hollow. trees buried in the 
ground, aud upon which: play alternately 
two stopples surrounded by cotton...
